1 . Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1 , the closest prior art Kuwata (US 2003/0222916) fails to show 
or fairly suggest a printing method for locating tabs during a print job having multiple 
output sets, each said set including a plurality of sheets of tabbed ordered media having 
a repetitive sequence and a plurality of other sheets of media, the method comprising 
printing the print job, said printing including the steps of: repeating said loading, 
iterating, balancing, feeding, determining, discarding and setting steps for each of said 
output sets in full banks such that if there are entries in a bank not assigned to the table 
that a blank is entered into the table for the rest of the tab entries in that bank of tabs. 

Regarding claims 2-6, the claims are allowable due to dependence from the 
respective base claim 1.
